The New French Uniform

The Army Uniform 


The new uniform for the Irish Defence 
Forces appears to be far more comfort- 
able than the old, high-necked tunic 
afiair, and should be greatly appreciated 
by the troops. 

‘In changing the style of the uniform 
the Department of Defence is followin 
a practice adopted in the armies o 
several other countries, including Great 


Britain, Within recent years. France, 
<ince the outbreak of the war, has had a 
new uniform designed for the poilu, and 
the old horizon blue is gradually dis- 


appearing, 

"The new French uniform is of khaki 
colour and the trousers are,cut somewhat 
on the lines of “ plus fours,” with leather 
or canvas leggings. New overcoats are 
being issued, and these are fitted with a 
hood for use in bad weather; the famous 
blouse of the potlu has been re-designed, 
and is much smarter than in the old 
days. 

The French soldier’s equipment is now 
much lighter than previously, and I hope 
that similar attention will be given to 
the accoutrements of our own troops. 


Sir Arnold Wilson 


I was deeply sorry to hear that Sir 
Arnold Wilson, Conservative member of 
Parliament, and former editor of the 
Nincteenth Century and After, . was 
reported missing—a casualty in the air 


fichting. I lunched with him at his 
London club during the Munich crisis, 
when everybody was more than half ex- 


pecting aerial navies to pour their loads 
of bombs on London within a few hours of 
the impending outbreak of war. Sir 
Arnold was imperturbable, and assured his 
fellow clubsmen that the reality would not 
be half as bad as the anticipation. 

He was an expert in aerial bombard- 
ment, Which he had studied in Spain. He 
had inspected the ruins of Guernica, and 


published a book to show that most of - 


the damage to that Basque town was 
caused from the ground. 


As for London, he challenged the com- 
pany tc sav how much of its area was built 
upon, and how much was in gardens, 
parks, and other uncovered places. 

Like all others, I was astonished at Sir 
Arnold’s answer to his own question. 
He assured us that only one-sixth of even 
the dense British metropolis actually was 
under brick, stone or concrete. Hence, 
onlv one in six bombs would hit a build- 
ing, he affirmed. 


An Irish Welcome 


Sir Arnold was anxious for an Trish 
settlement—for the ending of partition. 
He hoped for some sort of federal re-union 
of Ireland, which would transform this 
island into a political and strategical unit, 
and would evoke a cordial friendship with 
England. 

He had visited. Ireland again in the 
summer, and wrote a delighted account 
of the hospitality he met, English of 
English as he was, and told how the 
Customs officer at Rosslare tapped his 
baggage and asked: 

‘Anny machine-guns ?”’

An lrishman on a Postage Stamp 


Recently I made mention in this col 
of celebrated Englishmen who had been 
commemorated on postage stamps of 
foreign countries. But at least one Irish- 


mi a also been honoured in this way 


I am thinking of James David 
Bourchier, whose portrait appeared some 
years ago on a handsome violet stamp— 
I have only seen the one; there may have 
been others in the set—of one of the 
Balkan States, where, as Correspondent 
for The Times, he had become almost a 
king-maker in the chequered history of 
South-Eastern Europe. Before he went 
out there in 1888 he had been a master at 
Eton, and had taken a first-class Classical 
ve se: at King’s College, Cambridge. 

e went to Cambridge from T-C.D., 
where he was a Classical Scholar in 1870. 
In the Common Room of T.C.D. there is a 
pastel portrait of him wearing a fur- 
collared coat and a round fur hat— 
apparently his winter uniform in the 
Balkans. The portrait bears an 
illustrious list of decorations: Commander 
of the Order of Prince Danilo of Mon- 
tenegro, Officer of the Orders of the 
Saviour of Greece (a distinction he shared 
with Mahaffy), of the Crown of Rumania 
and of St. Alexander of Bulgaria. 

He was born in Co. Limerick in 1850, 

and died in 1920. Many will also re- 
member his brother, William Chadwick 
Bourchier, who was Dean of Cashel till 
1924. 
If J. D. Bourchier was not the only 
Irishman to appear on a foreign stamp, 
I think I am safe in saying he is the only 
alumnus of T.C.D. to have had this 
honour. On our own stamps, of course. 
we have already had Father Mathew and 
Daniel O'Connell. 


Air .Awards 


I was interested to see that two awards 
of the Victoria Cross have been mado to 
members of the Royal Air Force for their 
part in a raid on the bridge at Maastricht. 

As far as I remember, no double awards 
of the V.C. were made to airmen in the 
last war. In fact—considering some of 
the remarkable exploits—there was a 
paucity of Victoria Crosses among pilots. 

The total number awarded to members 
of the Royal Flying Corps during the 
1914-1918 period was nineteen. The first 
award to an airman was made in April, 
1915, in somewhat similar circumstances 
to those for whick the present decoration 
has been given—a raid to check a ‘‘drive.’’ 
The object of the raid was Courtrai. 

The recipient was Second Lieutenant 
Rhodes-Moorhouse, who was wounded 
three times during the raid and died on 
the following day.

HEN Summer Time was introduced in 
February last, it meant, in effect, that, 
farmers in the West of Ireland were 

told that the sun had risen when it was still 
two hours below the horizon. This was one 
of the facts stated before the er Time 
Committee when it met in Dublin yesterday, 
under the chairmanship of Professor T. 
Smiddy. 

The Chief Nautical Surveyor for Eire, 
Captain Henry Freyne, said that the Summer 
Time position in Ireland was complicated by 
the fact that we used Greenwich Time and 
not the time of the meridian of 8 degrees 
‘West longitude which cut through the centre 
of the country. He explained the time 
quantity, known in astronomy as equation, 
and said that as a result of it when Summer 
Time was introduced this year there were 
actually three advances on natural time: (1) 
Equation—approximately 4 hour; (2) longi- 
tude (West of Ireland), approximately 
hour; (ó) Summer Time, 1 hour. This meant 
that at 6.51 a.m. (natural time) on February 
25th last the sun was still two hours below 
the horizon and midnight darkness prevailed. 


NATURAL AND SUMMER TIME 


It was only in early spring that this great 
difference between natural and Summer Time 
occurred because it was then the full influence 
of equation was felt in widening the time 
difference. It was difficult to support any 
argument in favour of the introduction of 
Summer Time before April 13th, when natural 
time and clock time coincided. In autumn, 
however, _— supported the retention 
of Summer Time because it lessened the differ- 
enec caused by the one hour advance and the 
longitude element, and continued to do so 
until December 26th. 

If Irish clock time continued to be of the 
meridian of Greenwich and British Summer 
Time, then the date of the hour: advance

should not be earlier than midnight 
of the Sunday § preceeding the April 
coincidence of clock and natural time; 
it should end not earlier than wmid- 
night on the last Sunday in November. 
If Ireland adopted its own standard of time 
the dates” of introduction and termination of 
Summer Time might coincide with those in 
Britain. 

There was a good deal to be said in favour 
of breaking away from Greenwich and 
adopting not the meridian of Dublin, but 
that of 8 degrees West longitude. ere

BOON TO TOWN WORKERS 


Mr. J. T. O’Farrell, Irish Secretary of 
the Railway Clerks’ Association, said that 
members of his association regarded Summer 
Time as a great boon, and the extra period 
of daylight enabled them to indulge in 
gardening and outdoor exercise. The aboli- 
tion of Summer Time here, while it was 
still observed in Britain, would throw train, 
boat and postal arrangements into confusion. 
The abolition of Summer Time, or a rever- 
sion to Irish Standard Time, would aggravate 
the border situation, make inter-communica- 
tion between Northern Ireland and Eire more 
difficult, and play into the hands of extreme 
politicians north of the border. 

Dr. J. C. Saunders, M.O.H., Cork City, 
considered Summer Time definitely harmful 
to the community. Human beings subjected 
to fatigue were more liable to contract dis- 
ease than those that had sufficient rest. 
Children required far more rest than adults, 
and any social circumstances which curtailed 
their natural rest period must be regarded 
with extreme misgiving—Summer Time came 
within that category. There was a deplor- 
able lack of parental control, and the late 
hours kept by city children was a serious 
health problem. 


CASE FOR FARMERS 


Mr. D. L. O’Gorman (Cork County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture) said that Summer 
Time was a grave inconvenience to farmers 
and a wrong to children. It meant that in 
a large part of the country the clock was af 
least 14 hours ahead of the sun—in West 
Cork and Galway it was two hours ahead. 
The farmer had ‘to fix his working hours to 
comply with the hours fixed by transit com-

PILOTS IN THE MAKING

ages (in the case of university graduates) 
range up to 25 years, are sair NL Am short 
service commissions. The standard of educa- 
tion has to be that of Leaving Certificate or 
Matriculation, and they are trained for about 
three years’ service. After a period as cadets 
they become second lieutenants and spend 
another two-and-a-half years in the Force, 
when they are either placed on the Reserve, 
having received a gratuity, or are retained m 
the service. The attention which they were 
giving to their lectures showed how interested 
they were in their work. 


AERO MECHANICS 
In another building a group of about 20 


youths were learning how to become aero 


mechanics. Thev will never take part 
in actual flying, but their duties will 
be none the less responsible. They will 


see that the aeroplane proceeding on a 
mission is in a proper condition to do so, 
and the lives of the pilots, the observers and 
gunners will be in their keeping. The boys 
are selected by a Board from all parts of the 
country. Applications are invited from 
recruits, and when these have been sorted 
out the Board visits certain centres and 
selects those whom they consider the most 
suitable. 

A high standard of elementary education 
is necessary. In the first three months they 
receive basic instruction, and then pass on 
to learn such things as fitting, machine shop 
practice, electricity, fabric and ‘‘dope’’ work, 
welding, rigging, and a knowledge of instru- 
ments used in aircraft. They are then trained 
as specialists in the different departments of 
their work. Boys ‘with vocational training 
are considered favourably for positions. 

In other parts of the aerodrome instruction 
was being given in the. use of machine-guns, 
elaborate instruments capable of firing 690 
rounds per minute.

A New Phase 


Italy’s entry into the war has been 
accepted with calm on both sides of the 
English Channel. Both Paris and London 
had been prepared for Signor Mussolini’s 
decision for some time past; and, although 
the ranks of the Allies’ enemies have 
received substantial reinforcements, it was 
almost with feelings of relief that the 
French and British learnt on Monday 
evening that Italy had taken the plunge. 
In accordance with the modern method, 
no explanation was given by the Italian 
authorities. Count Ciano merely informed 
the British and French Ambassadors that 
Italy had decided to declare war. There was 
no ultimatum; Italy declared war on her 
two former Allies, and there was nothing 
more to be said. The new phase of the 
war began at midnight on Monday; but 
Jong before that hour rumour had it that 
the Italians already had invaded the 
French Riviera. It seems that there was 
not a word of truth in this story. The 
French have a fairly strong force along 
the Italian frontier. which also is guardel 
by natural fortifications; and it is obvious 
that General Weygand proposes to remain 
strictly on the defensive in this region, 
and to wait tor the Italians to take the 
first aggressive step. By all accounts, 
although Signor Mussolini has been 
threatening the Allies for months, little 
or nothing seems to have been done in 
Italy to prepare against an attack by the 
French. The two great industrial cities 
of Turin and Milan lie within easy 
striking distance of the French frontier ; 
yet we understand that virtually no air 
raid precautions have been taken, that gas 
masks are almost unknown, and that the 
people of these big cities have been living 
as if their homes were in the Western 
‘States of America. Evidently, Signor 
Mussolini has been basing his warlike 
plans on the probability of a campaign 
in the Mediterranean and in North Africa. 
On Monday night Italian bombers attacked 
Malta, losing one machine and doing no 
appreciable damage. British airmen claim 
to have wrought some havoc in Libya, 
where, they say, they caught the Italians 
napping, and bombed some important 
bases. Otherwise the war with Italy has 
started tamely. It looks as if Signor 
Mussolini has no intention to emulate the 
lightning methods of his “good friend” 
Adolf Hitler. Some Italian merchant 
ships have been scuttled in foreign ports ; 
but there has been no sudden swoop in 
French territory; there has been na great 
air raid on either French or British 
ports—in short, there seems to be no word 
in the Italian language for Blitzkrieg. 
The Dvce like General Weygand, probably 
will play a waiting game. He has come 
into the war on the German side, and, 
therefore, if Herr Hitler should be 
victorious, the Italians will be able to 
stake out a claim for those territorial 
concessions which they have been demand-- 
ing for such a long time. If. they can.

combined fleets of France and Great 
Britain are considerably stronger and 
probably more efficient; and, since they 
control . both entrances: to the Medi- 
terranean, they are ina position to bottle 
up the Italians completely. The British 
may be forced to abandon Malta, which 
is in a highly vulnerable position, and is 
within easy striking distance of the Italian 
Air Force; but they still have Cyprus and 
Alexandria, to say nothing of the French 
naval bases, which are among the strongest 
in the world. The Italian Air Force is 
an almost unknown quantity. Its exploits 
in Abyssinia hardly can be accepted as a 
criterion of its worth, and even in Spain 
its pilots played second fiddle to the 
Germans. Italy is supposed to have about 
five thousand machines, most of which,. 
however, are believed to be obsolete. They 
may prove to be a match for the joint Air 
Forces of France and Great Britain in 
the Mediterranean area; on the other 
hand, they may not. Time, and time 
alone, will tell. Much will depend, of 
course, on the spirit of the Italian people. 
Here, again, time must answer the 
question. We should imagine that neither 
the French nor the German High Command 
takes much account of Italy’s contribution 
to the war. The Germans are making 
desperate efforts to smash French resist- 
ance in order to avoid a winter campaign ; 
the French are making almost equally 
desperate efforts to hold the attackers off, 
even if they should lose Paris, in order 
to gain sufficient time to enzble the British 
to throw the full weight of their enormous 
resources into the struggle, and to enable 
the United States to fulfil the promise 
that was made by President Roosevelt in 
his remarkable speech on Monday night. 
From the Allied point of view, the progress 
of affairs in France is reasonably satis- 
factory. The Germans claim to have 
reached points some sixty kilometres to 
the north-west and north-east of Paris, 
and it is admitted that their motorised 
units have advanced along the valley of 
the Ourcq. On the other hand, the French 
are holding up the Germans’ main attack 
at all points, and reports are unanimous 
that Herr Hitler’s troops are beginning to 
show signs of serious fatigue. The fact is 
that, unless the Germans can annihilate 
the French armies, or bring about a major 
defeat, such as that of Sédan in the 
Franco-Prussian War, their prospects of 
ultimate victory must continue to diminish. 
This war is essentially a war of material. 
Germany has reached—if, indeed, she has 
not passed—her peak of production, 
whereas the fringe of the Allies’ resources 
hardly has been touched. Furthermore, 
now that the assistance of the United 
States has been pledged, the Allies can be 
sure of almost unlimited supplies. In 
respect of the human factor, France and 
Great Britain have little to fear. The 
moral of their peoples, as well as of their 
fighting men, is magnificent; and, in the 
final analysis, this fact may prove to be 
even more important ‘than an assured 
supply of aeroplanés and tanks. “The loss 
of Paris would be a grievous blow to the 
Allied cause; but General Weygand is 
waging a war in which the stakes are far 
greater than the fate of any city, or even 
of any country. .

Evacuation 


-Ten days ago the British Government, 
realising that German troops were in com- 
mand of the Channel ports, and that air- 
raids upon England were no longer outside 
the bounds of probability, ‘‘ evacuated ”’ 
nearly 50,000 children from towns on the 
East Coast to new quarters in the midland 
counties. For many of these children it 
was their second ‘‘evacuation’’; they 
previously had been moved from crowded 
cities, including London, to the less 
densely-populated towns of the East. 
It is hard to understand why the first 
‘“‘landfall’’ for aeroplanes from the 
Continent ever should have been regarded 
as a suitable area for the reception of 
children, and the British Government 
began to appreciate its error when a 
German aeroplane, driven from the sky, 
brought destruction in its fall to many 
houses in one of these very towns. The 
work of evacuation, however, was done 
speedily and well. Now a harder task con- 
fronts the Government. It has decided 
that 120,000 children must be conveyed 
from London to regions of comparative 
safety; and the first of the 180 trains 
which will convey them is due to set off 
to-morrow. Six days will be needed before 
the last child has left London; there will 
be thirty trains a day, and one school- 
teacher will accompany every fifteen 
children, Mr. Malcolm Macdonald, who, 


as Minister of Health, is responsible for 


the scheme, has not minced words about 
the need of haste. ‘‘If we were to post- 
pone evacuation,’’ he says, ‘‘ until bombs 
began to fall in some of the places where 
these children live, and if it then took six 
days from that moment to evacuate them, 
I am afraid that some of the children 
might never get to the places that are 
waiting for them and where they will be 
safer.’ This spectacle of “children 
separated from their mothers is among the 
most heart-rending of the new features of 
this war; and our hearts go out to the 
millions of families in half a dozen 
countries which have had to endure it. 
The process of evacuation is not only 
heart-rending, but extremely difficult to 
accomplish. Hosts of children were moved 
from the English cities: just before. the 
outbreak of war: most of them drifted 
home again. If even a few bombs had 
been dropped upon Great Britain the 
result would have been different, but, as 
days passed and no hostile aeroplanes*® 
made their appearance, families persuaded 
themselves that the Government had 
raised a false alarm, and brought their 
children back to the crowded cities which, 
in the event of a serious air-raid, might 
become death-traps. Upon the whole, the 
scheme worked reasonably well in the 
South. of England, but in the industrial 
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close to the shores of England, parents 


must go hard with mothers of whom so 
many already have seen their husbands 
depart for France to lose their children 
for even a little while, but momentary 
sadness is better than the possibility of 
life-long remorse. | 


Paving the Way 


Mr. de Valera, as we have ‘remarked 
before, seems to find more pleasure in his 
work as Minister for Education than in 
either of his two other posts as Prime 
Minister and Minister for External 
Affairs; and whereas it may be difficult, 
except upon rare occasions, to persuade 
An Taoiseach or the Minister for External 
Affairs to make public speeches outside 
Dail,Eireann, the Minister for Education 
usually comes forward with enthusiasm. 
Twice in the last week Mr. de Valera has 
expressed views on primary education that 
betrayed a deep and sincere interest in 
the subject; and, while last Thursday he 
had things to say about the policy of 
teaching through Irish which not many 
other public men in the country would 
have dared to utter, yesterday, before the 
annual congress of the Technical Educa- 
tional Association in. Galway, he spoke of 
primary education itself in a manner 
which will have delighted some of his 
listeners and infurated others, He referred 
mainly to the danger of an overcrowded 
curriculum, and expressed the opinion 
that, with less ‘‘trimmings’’ and more 
attention to what he called “‘laying a 
foundation,” the primary schools would 
do a more valuable and lasting service to 
the pupils. The majority of parents will 
be in entire agreement with him. If 
children are to have any sound basis upon 
which to build an education or to be pre- 
pared in any capacity to earn a living, 
they must be able to read, write and 
express themselves with a fair amount of 
fluency ; they must have a working know- 
ledge at least of elementary mathematics ; 
it is advisable that they should know the 
history of their own country and have 
some idea of the history of their 
neighbours; and they should have a 
good, old-fashioned knowledge of world 
geography. Geography seems to be one 
subject that is neglected more than any 
other in the modern school. How many 
children are there nowadays who could 
name, for instance, the counties of 
England, Scotland and Wales, who know 
even the principal towns in Westmeath? 
If the war did not bring so many names 
into the newspapers, how many children 
could name half the capital cities in 
Europe? The school curriculum would be 
full to overflowing if it were providing 
an adequate teaching of these elementary 
and “foundation ” subjects. ‘‘ If you try 
to add trimmings,’’ as Mr. de Valera said, 
“you will not be able to lay that universal 
foundation as it should be laid, and we 
will pay for it later on.” If the primary 
schools lay the foundation properly, the 
secondary schools will be free to add 
whatever ‘‘ trimmings ” are desired. The 
secondary schools will be able to continue 
from where the primary education left off, 
instead of being obliged to waste so much 
time in strengthening a _ loosely-built 
structure; and the universities, in their 
turn, will find the students who come to 
them the better prepared for the finishing 
‘* touches’’ of a higher education. 


Time in Knots 


‘A great many people will find their 
views for and against ‘‘Summer Time”’ 
somewhat tangled after reading the 
evidence given before the Summer Time 
Commission yesterday by Captain Henry 
Freyne, F.R.A.S., Chief Nautical Sur- 
veyor of Eire. A more competent or un- 
biassed witness could not be desired, and 
we do not think that his statements will 
be challenged, but he revealed so many 
new angles on the subject that the 
ordinary ‘‘ man in the street’’ scarcely can 
be blamed for deciding that the problem 
has soared far beyond his comprehension. 
From the wealth of scientific detail given 
by Captain Freyne it appears that when 
Summer Time was introduced on February 
25th last the farmers in the West of Ire- 
land were told, in effect, that the sun had 
risen while it was still two hours below 
the horizon, and, as the Captain put it, 
“ midnight darkness prevailed.” The more 
light one attempts to get on this business 
of Summer Time the more darkness 
envelops it. Reference to that monument 
to abandoned ambition, the big diary 
purchased at the beginning of the year and 
still beautifully. unsullied, will reveal the 
fact that the sun was scheduled to rise on 
February 25th in the ordinary way at 
7.25. We advanced the clocks by one 
hour and ‘‘ kidded’’ ourselves that it was 
8.25. Therefore, the sun must have been 
one ‘hour below the horizon before we 
interfered with it, and anybody who 
thought that he saw it coming up out of 
Dublin Bay at 7.25 “Old “Time” must 
have been suffering from hallucinations. 
From this it must be clear to farmers 
in the remotest West that Summer Time 
was not responsible for the two hours’ lag 
in the sunrise. Apparently both the 
champions and the opponents of Summer 
Time have ignored a time quantity known 
in astronomy as Equation, which repre- 
sents, Captain Freyne said, the day to day 
difference between mean time, which is 
clock time, and natural time, which is sun- 
dial time. This difference varies at 
different periods of the year, and the 
situation is complicated further by the 
fact that we are using the meridian of 
Greenwich for our clock time instead of a 
really first-class meridian of our own, 
which runs through the centre of Ireland. 
All this means, according to our Chief 
Nautical Surveyor, that on February 25th 
this year we experienced actually three 
advances on natural time—Equation 
accounted for about fifteen minutes; the 
wrong meridian pushed the West of Ire- 
land on about another three-quarters of an 
hour, and Summer Times did the rest. 
Consequently, if we are going to stick to 
Greenwich, he holds that Summer Time 
should not begin here earlier than a period 
in April, nor end earlier-than a period in 
November, both periods marking the 
coincidence of clock time and sun-dial 
time. If, however, we adopt our own 
standard time we can march chrono- 
logically abreast of British Summer Time 
as at present. We are not sure that either 
side in the Summer Time controversy will 
be able to make much capital out of the 
first scientific contribution to the dispute. 
Supporters of the new time probably will 
point triumphantly to the fact that Turkey 
has this year adopted the plan for the first

The British nation accepta the challenge 
of Signor Mussolini, says The Times, in a 
leading article to-day, and will henceforth 
wage war to the end against the forces of 
Italy, not in any exultation of combat, and 
certainly with no apprehension of the ulti- 
mate issue, but with a heartfelt regret for 
a historic friendship spurned. There is no 
quarrel, said Mr. Attlee, in Parliament yes- 
terday, between the Italians and the British 
and French ban Free ltaly, the land 
that Mazini and Garibaldi liberated from 
-Touton domination, and that took up the 
struggle against the same enemy in 1915, 
relied at every stage on the sympathy and 
help of Great Britain and France, the native 
homes of the ideas for which her patriots 
contended, and to-day it is a personal grief 
for countless Englishmen and Frenchmen to 
see how the honour of a nation so dear to their 
fathers can be dragged in the dust. We are 
well aware that there exists a greater and 
more enduring Italy than can be heard in 
the intoxicated applause that greeted the 
Duce’s harangue on Monday afternoon. 

Although through all the artificial clamour 
of the past months. we have refused to con- 
found the Italian people with the Fascist 
apostles of rapine, now that the appeal is 
made to arms. we have no choice but to 
meet them with the utmost rigour of war. 
Just as we have no quarrel with the Italian 
people, so we have no cause of quarrel with 
the Italian Government. The text of 
Mussolini’s speech may be searched.in vain 
for any hint of a casus belli other than the 
determination to seize desirable goods that 
are at present in the possession of other 


nations.

On the 30th December, 1916, 1 was detailed 
to take Canon Ryan, P.P., Tipperary; Major 
William Redmond, M.P., and his nephew to 
Ypres and show them round. The canon 
was anxious to visit what remained. of the 
convent. After sixteen months of war only 
the shell of the house was left standing. 
We clambered over th: débris and approached 
the chapel from the west. The eastern wall 
had suffered a direct hit from a heavy shell 
and had collapsed. Ou our way out 
stepped over a pile of rubble, when my eye 
was caught by a fragment of stone on which 
was cut a cross. I called the attention of 
Canon Ryan to this, and he took charge of 
it. The stone was later mounted and was 

resented to the Reverend Mother of the 

rder by Major-General Sir William Hickie, 
K.C.B. 

It is rather an extraordinary and wonderful 
thing that after all those months of heavy 
bombardments the altar stone should have 
survived.—Yours, etc.,

“THE WOODCOCK SEASON " 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Your correspondent, Mr. David L. 
Robinson, is evidently not a shooting man, 
and, if so, I “fail “to see why he should 
reproach the Minister for Justice for 
omitting to make an order which does not 
concern him, 

I doubt if one per cent. of the woodcock 
to be found in Ireland during the winter 
breed here, and to say that they bring out 
their young at the end of February is sheer 
rubbish. 

Mr. Robinson’s comparison of woodcock 
and pheasant is absurd. Probably 75 per 
cent. of eggs laid by wild pheasants fail to 
produce a mature bird, and probably from 
60 to 80 per cent. of the total stock of 
pheasants in the country are shot or perish 
during the open season. The relative figures 
for woodcock might be put at 25 per cent. 
and 10 to 20 per cent., respectively. It is 
the pheasant and not the woodcock which 
requires an extra month’s protection, only 
at the other end of the season. That is to 
say, they should be given the month of 
October to grow into the big, strong-flying 
birds which give us such good sport in 
November and December.—-Yours, etc.,

EMBERS of the House of Commons 
M assembled in force this afternoon in 
expectation of a statement by Mr, 
Churchill on Italy’s entry into the war. 
Mr. Churchill, however, was unable to be 
present, and his place was taken by Mr, 
Attlee, who summarised much of what was 
already known, but was able to add that 
fourteen Italian ships had been seized, ten 
others were in the power of the Allies, and 
three had been scuttled. He mentioned 
that Britain bore no ill-will towards the 
Italian people, but was prepared to meet 
the challenge and give blow for blow. The 
speech was quite a good one, but it lacked 
the force that Mr. Churchill can impart 
to statements upon big occasions. 


Italian Stocks 


Italy’s entry into the war had little 
effect on the London stock markets 
Italian stocks held by British investors 
consist mainly of Government Bonds and 
shares in Snia Viscosa, the big Italian 
artificial silk concern, and in one or two 
electric power enterprises. The prices of 
these stocks have for some time discounted 
the political outlook. Italian 5 per Cent, 
Bonds have fallen to £15, from £59 this 
year, while the Snia Viscosa shares have 
dropped from 55s. to 40s. Both these 
securities to-day have only a nominal 
value. Another stock directly affected is 
the Austrian 44 per Cent. Sterling Loan, 
of which a considerable portion was 

uaranteed by the Italian Government. 

hen Austria defaulted Italy was one of 
the few countries concerned in this Loan, 
which did not immediately fulfil its 
cuarantee. More interesting from the 
tock Exchange point of view «re the 
reactions of the companies operating in 
Africa and the Near East. Shares of Sisa| 
companies situated in East Africa are a 
nominal market. On this point it might 
be mentioned that, with Italy out of the 
world market, the Allies become 
practically the sole buyers of South 
American goods. 


Vatican City 


The Pope probably will be a voluntary 
risoner in the Vatican as long as the war 
asts. Out of respect for the Vatican City's 
neutrality, the Allies have given a formal 
assurance that Rome will not be bombed. 
Vatican City, a separate State, with its 
own Officials, railway station, stamps and 
flag, is recognised by the Allies as being 
neutral territory, and, even with the most 
accurate bombing, it would be almost im- 
possible to make an attack on Rome with. 
out hitting some Vatican City property. 
Meanwhile, gas masks have been dis- 
tributed to all the residents of the city. « 
strict black-out has been imposed, and 
residents will be allowed out of the city 
only on special permit. 


Queen Wilhelmina 


Queen Wilhelmina of the Netherlands 
has just left Buckingham Palace and 
taken up her residence in a house in Eaton 
square. The house has some big rooms 
for official purposes, and a number cf 
smaller ones, in which the Queen can live 
the intimate private life that she prefers. 
Prince Bernhard will have rooms in the 
house. It was announced to-day that 
Princess Juliana had arrived in Canada 
in a Dutch warship, and that she will 
stay at Rideau Hall, the residence of the 
Governor-General (the Farl of Athlone) 
iand Princess Alice, who is a first cousin 
of the Princess. It is said that the move 
was made at the desire of Queen 
Wilhelmina with a view to safeguarding 
the dynasty, and to spare the little 
Princesses any repetition of the harrowing 
experiences through which already they 
have passed. Princess Juliana arrived in 
London a month ago, and it has been 
stated that she had expressed the hope 
that her third child would be born in 
England. 


U.S. Citizens’ Gift 


United States citizens in Britain are 
going to provide a big fleet of ambulances, 
mobile first-aid posts and high-powered cars 
for use in any part of the country, the 
new organisation—American Ambulance, 
Great Britain—aiming at 150 vehicles. At 
the request of the Ministry of Health a 
third of the fleet will be fast seven-seater 
cars for taking doctors, nurses and operat- 
ing equipment to any spot where they 
may be needed. It will be unique in the 
civil defence scheme, as, whereas other 
vehicles are centred locally and cannot go 
outside their boundaries, these wil! move 
quickly to any town where additional 
assistance is required. In a few days an 
appeal is to be launched asking Americads 
in Britain and those who have visited the 
country for financial help. Already 
American banks, business houses and 
individuals have contributed a big su. 
‘The scheme is a good-will gesture. Mr. 
Malcolm Macdonald has appointed 4 
special liaison officer to co-operate with the 
new organisation. 


Fewer Persons Unemployed 

An unusual feature of the British unem- 
ployment returns, which show a decrease 
of 92,000, is that all parts of England, 
Scotland and Wales participate in the 
improvement. London, Scotland ant 
Wales are the three areas which regis'¢! 
the largest increases in employment; 
the smallest is the north-eastern area °' 
England. ‘That district, however. had 
already shown a great improvement duis 
the past few months. With regard ‘0 
industries, paper-making is the only trace 
where there 1s more unemployment i 
than at the corresponding period last seal, 
a fact which is explained by the [acs © 
raw materials. The drop in unempo' 
ment is almost wholly attributable to the 
intensification of work on Government 
contracts and to absorption into works com 
nected with the war. 


Poor. Business on Change 
Business on the London Stock Fxchance 
is so poor that few, if any, firms are 
making sufficient money to cover their 
overhead expenses. Several are amai-t 
mating with others, while sowie are coil- 
sidering the desirability of closing down 
altogether.

The submarine commander at first ordered 
the 1,020 passengers to abandon ship, but 
later signalled, ‘‘ Thought you were another 
ship,” and ordered the Washington to pro- 
ceed Some of the boats were being lowered 
ae the submarine commander changed his 
mind. 

The submarine intercepted the Washington 
at 5 a.m. (G.M.T.), at 12 degrees 50 minutes 
west, and 42.12 north. 

The Washington proceeded, and soon Piter- 
wards sighted another submarine, but was 
not interfered with. Details of the encounter 
were telephoned to New York by the 
Washington’s captain. He said the sub- 
marine’s first message was: “ Stop ship, ease- 
to ship, torpedo ship.’’ 

Later the passengers and crew were given 
ten minutes to take to the boats. ! 

The Washington signalled repeatedly: 
‘American ship, American ship,” until the 
message ordering her to proceed was received. 


NOT BRITISH SUBMARINE 


It is pointed out in authoritative circles 
in London that there can be no question 
whatever of the Washington having been held 
up by a British submarine. 

The liner Washington left New York for 
Europe on May 30 to evacuate Americans 
from Europe. 

The State Department announced that 
belligerent Governments had been advised 
that the United States Government expected 
the liner to “ proceed without molestation on 
the part of the military, naval or air forces of 
any belligerent.”’

TURKISH FORCES TO 
BE READY 


CONSULTATION WITH 
THE ALLIES 


(By ARRANGEMENT WITH ' THE TIMES.) 
ANGORA, Tuesday. 


The news of the Italian declaration of war 
took Angora by surprise. In political circles 
it had been assumed that the war was not at 
a sufficiently advanced stage for Italian in- 
tervention. Immediately on the receipt of 
the news it was stated that Turkey will 
fulfil her engagements towards Britain and 
France. This will probably take the form of 
putting armed forces immediately into a 
state of preparedness. Further action will 
be dependent on the results of Inter-Allied 
consultation. Although the Italian action 
last night was unexpected, the attitude of 
Italy was regarded yesterday as so threaten- 
ing that several classes were called to the 
Colours. 

In political circles in Angora much im- 

rtance is attached to the. missions of. Sir 
Stafford Cripps and M, Labonne to Moscow. 
Exaggerated hopes are not entertained, but 
it is thought that an amelioration of the: re- 
lations between Great Britain and the Soviet 
Union is at least possible. The Turks are 
loyal to, but also frank with, the Allies, 
and they do not conceal their view that the 
failure .of the Anglo-French negotiations 
with Moscow at the ‘outbreak of war 
was the fault of England and 
France, and not of the Soviet Union. How- 
ever, it is thought that the Soviet Union, for 
its part, did not envisage when making its 
compact with Germany the possibility that 
a military situation could arise which would 
open up the possibility of a quick German 
victory in Europe. Faced with the danger of 
a German domination of Europe, says the 
Ulus, it is necessary for the Soviet Union 
to reach a clear understanding with the 
democratic States. An alliance is out of the 
question, as the Soviet Union has no desire 
to participate in the war, but Britain and 
France have now’ proved tha, they want the 
friendship of Soviet Russia, and, given the 
Same desire in Moscow, an improvement of 
relations may be expected. It is noticeable 
that Turkish hopes that their relations with 
Britain and France on the one side, and with 
the Soviet Union on the other, will assist the 
rapprochement from Paris and London, have 
again risen. This is a result of the renewed 
firmness with which the Soviet Union, at 
least for propaganda purposes, is opposing 
any Italian move towards the Balkans and

It was with deep regret, he said, 
that the Government were forced to take the 
decision to abandon the campaign in Northern 
Norway at the moment when it had turned 
in their favour; but the time had come when 
all available resources must be employed on 
the main front, where the fate of Norway 
and all other democratic countries must be 
decided.

DUCE’S ARGUMENT 


Coming to the Italian declaration of war, 
Mr. Attlee asked what was the reason for 
this wanton decision, and replied: ‘‘ Because 
Signor Mussolini thinks that he sees a chance 
of securing some spoils at the expense of the 
Western democracies, now that they are at 
grips with the brute forces of Germany.

BLOCKADE OF ITALY

A thick pall of smoke that had enveloped 
the whole of Paris this morning began to 
clear in the earlv afternoon, when the sun 
again became visible. 

Dawn broke grey and menacing under the 
volume of smoke, and during the morning it 
was impossible to see clearly from bridge to 
bridge along the Seine. 

Various unofficial explanations have been 
given for the smoke. It was said to be due 
either to the burning of suburbs and oil 
reservoirs some distance away, or to a 
deliberate action by the authorities in laying 
a smoke screen to hamper aerial observatio 
and protect evacuation. 

Many shops and cafés in Paris have closed 
down, but the cafés that are open are 
crowded and carrying on as usual. 


GUNFIRE HEARD IN CITY 


Though the population has been greatly 
reduced by the waves of evacuation, it is 
estimated that about half the inhabitants re- 
main. They are calmly going about their 
daily tasks. The stations were crowded with 
evacuees throughout to-day. 

At about 2 a.m. heavy A.A. guniire was 
heard, though not close to Paris, and the 
noise of aeroplane engines was also audible.

_ The application, which proposed the 
increase in rates and charges (with. certain 
exceptions) for the carriage of merchandise, 
including live stock, over the rates and 
‘charges in operation on September lst, 1939, 
was accompanied by similar applications on 
behalf of the County Donegal Railways Joint 
Committee (including Strabane and Letter- 
kenny Railway); the Sligo, Leitrim, and 
Northern Counties Railway Company; the 
Londonderry and Lough Swilly Railway 
Company, and the Dundalk, Newry, 
and Greenore Railway Company. 

The hearing of the applications, before 
Judge O’Brien, was adjourned till to-day. 

Mr. E. J. res we K.C., and Mr. M. 
Walker (instructed by Mr. C. Baillie Gage, 
solicitor), appeared for all the applicants. 


INCREASED COSTS 


Mr. Howden, speaking of the increased 
costs owing to the state of national emergency 
since September last, said that his company, 
Bee to meet increased expenditure on 
fuel, essential materials, and staff, had found 
it necessary to increase rates and fares ly a 
surcharge of 5 per cent. as from November 
20th. Owing to the continued advance in 
costs, however, it was felt there was no 
alternative but to advance rates and fares as 
from May 6th by substituting surcharges of 
15 per cent. and 10 per cent., respectively, 
over pre-war rates and fares for the 5 per 
cent. previously in operation. 

The surcharge of 10 per cent. applied to 
all passenger train fares and rates, with the 
exception of workmen’s daily fares, trader 
ticket rates, organised and advertised 
excursion fares, parcel rates, rates for 
miscellaneous traffic (including live stock 
and excess luggage. The surcharge 0 
fifteen per cent. applied to all rates 
for the conveyance of goods, mineral and live 
stock traffic by freight train, with certain 
exceptions. On the assumption that existing 
prices would remain unaltered, it was esti- 
mated that the company would be faced with 
increased expenditure to the -extent of 
£112,000 per annum, or 35 per cent. increase, 
for stores and materials, as compared with 
the pre-war period. 


SALARIES AND WAGES 


Ta addition, he said, advances in salaries 
and wages had to be conceded which would 
cost the company £54,700 in 'a complete year 
over the pre-war salaries and wages bill. 
There had heen an improvement in: traffic 
receipts during the current year of £56,000;

HE danger of overcrowding the pro- 
T ple Ri in primary tae eda n, 
and the mischief that such overcrowd- 
ing would cause, were referred to by Mr. 
de Valera when he addressed the delegates 
at the annual Congress of the Irish Technical 
Education Association, ‘which opened here 
this morning. 

“ If” said the Taoiseach, “ you try to add 
what I call the trimmings, then we will not 
have that neecssary general foundation of 
education laid properly, and we will pay for 
it, later on.” 

The morning session was held in the Savoy 
Cinema, and the delegates and visitors were 
ofhcially welcomed by the Mayor of Galway, 
Alderman J. Costello. 

The Rev. M. MacBranain, P.P., President, 
said that as an educational body they should 
‘become more zealous in bringing up & genera- 
tion of young men and women who would be 
a credit to their country, in peace or war, 1n 
prosperity or adversity. Whatever might be 
affected by the financial strain of the war. 
educational interests should not suffer. The 
attendance at their technical and vocational 
schools had not been affected to any extent, 
Several new schools had been completed and 
staffed, and others were in progress of con- 
struction. The greatest defect of their educa- 
tional system was the want of co-ordination 
between the educational bodies in charge of 
primary, vocational, secondary and. higher 
education. 

The importance of co-ordination had been 
emphasised, and it had been agreed. by all 
the teachers’ organisations that the various 
systems of education should be ed and 
outlined to fit into one another with the 
view of enabling pupils of primary schools to 
pass on with the greatest facility to voca- 
tional, secondary or higher education. Co- 
ordination was also necessary among the de- 
partments in control of all branches of edu- 
cation, under a common council or consulta- 
tive body representative of all educational 
interests. 


AGRICULTURE 


It was for want of co-ordination that the 
teaching of agriculture was still outside the 
scope of the Ministry of Education, with the 
appalling result that there were in the 
twenty-six counties only six agricultural 
scheols or colleges for boys. At present they 
had “not one vocational school for’ every 25 
national schools. 

On the motion of Mr. W. Ellis, Chairman 
Cork Vocational Education Committee, a 
vote of thanks was passed to Father 
MacBranain. 

Mr. de Valera said that the first thing they 
wanted in education was to make sure that 
they laid the right foundation in the primary 


schools. They had two languages in the 


schools, and th

selves with reasonable correctness and finency 


in these languages, and, in addition, to per- 
form ordinary mathematical calculations, and 
have some idea of the history of their 
country and of world geography.

CO-ORDINATION 


Dealing with the suggestion that there 
should be co-ordination between the different 
branches of education, Mr, de Valera said 
that there was co-ordination throughout the 
department. He agreed that there should be 
consultation with the people who were im- 
onagear engaged in educational work, and 
he coul i 
sultation did take place, Several of the 
bodies which the department were in the 
habit of consulting would prefer to be con- 
sulted sn prima! rather than be represented 
on anything like a vocational education 
council. However, he himself was not against 
the establishment of such a council, which, 
as a matter of fact, would be useful for
